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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims, submitted on 26 December 2006, would raise new issues which 
would require further search and consideration, in particular the amendment to claim 1 requiring the programmed voltages relate to the 
background color and the amendment to claim 16 adding the limitation regarding "through pre-programmed voltages". The proposed 
amendments would not place the application in condition for allowance, and have therefore not been entered. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the response of 2 August 200$; the applicant 
argued [p.1] that the basic feature of the invention, changing the background color of the cell phone display to Indicate the identity of the 
caller, was novel. For the benefit of the applicant, the examiner has provided several references (US 2002/0094806 to Kamimura, US 
6,690,955 to Komiyama, US 2004/01 1 9755 to Guibourge, and JP 2000-358086). each of which is a prior art reference disclosing this 
basic feature, changing the background color of a cell phone display to indicate the identity of the caller. These references are not cited to 
supplement the previous rejection, which is appropriate as written, but only to answer the principal argument made by the applicant, that 
the fundamental idea of the present Invention Is itself novel. As to the particular claims so far submitted, reciting particular structural 
features to accomplish this task, they are not patentable for the reasons given in the previously stated rejections. 
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
